Tobeginne with the firſt, which 
is of anarrowercompaſle,and princi.

Tmpoſition 
downe in a ceremoniall phraſe of Zay- 
img own of hands, The full vnfolding 
whereotrequireth a threefold enqui- 
rie,firſt what was the vie of impoſing 
hands, Secondly why it was choſen 
for ſnch vie, Thirdly what abuſe 
he:ceof is here forbidden. For the firſt 
xuertuis Impotition of hands, is 
a ceremonie of great antiquitie , and 
as it were of pray haires, which hath 
beene vied of the Church of God to 
foure ſpeciall endes, whereupon the 
ſchoolemen have giuen it foure di- 
wersnames. 1. Caratoria, 2. Reconcili= 
aaria, 3. Ordinitoria, 4. Confirmatoria, 
f&r Curing, Reconciling, Ordinati- 
on, and Confirmation. 

Curatorie impoſion of hands was 
vied of ſuch, as had the guifttof mi- 
raculous healing incurable diſeaſes, 
this was practiſed by our Sauiour, 
Lake, 4. 40, who laid his hands on 
eucry diſeaſed bodie brought vnto 
him,and healed them,and it was pro: 
miſe d 
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Of hands. 


miſed tocontinue for a time inthe 
Church, Cer. 16. 18. They ſhal lay 
their bands an (iche, and they [hall reco- 
ver; which afterward was performed 
in Auenias, who reſtored light ro 
Saul by this geſture, 47. 9.17. and in 
Paul himiclte 49. 25. s, who ſo cu- 
red Publtnus his tather,ot a teauer and a 
blodie flixe, 

Reconciliatory laying on of hands 
was vicd,at the publique reconciling 
and receiuing of penitentiaries into 
the Church, from which they bad 
departed in the heate of perſecution, 
wh calt out by excommunica- 
tion, for after the appointed time of 
their pennance was expired, they 
were reſtored ro the Communion 
and fellwoſhip of the faichfull,by this 
meanes, as appeareth by Ciprian, lb.

27.23. or in the Church, ſo were 
Deacons ordered, MF.

Morcouer at the firſt inſtitution of 
the Leuiticall Prieſthood and Sacri- 
hces , there came a fire out from the 
Lord, and conſumed vpon the Altar, 
the burnt oftering and the fat, which 
wasnot yſuall afterward, ſaue at the 
eſtabliſhing of Gods worſhip, when 
the Temple was dedicated, 2. Chron. 
7.1. and at the reſtoring of religion 
vpon that generail apoſtatie in Elzas 
his time,1.Kmg.8.38. Many ſacrifices 
were well accepted of God , albeit 
they were not in like ſort conſumed 
with fire from heauen, as thele were. 
Sothen,as it were {trange diuinitie,to 
afhrme that the ſpiritof Goddoth not 
now dilccnd yponthe waters of ordi- 
narie

narie baptiſme, becauſe it is not ſeens 

in the bodily ſhape of a Doue,whers 

init came downe vpon Chriſt, at his war, 
baprtiſing;or to hold that in the com- 
mon miniſterie of the worde pred- 
ched, the {piritis not giuen , becauſe 
it falleth not viſibly vpon the hearers, 
as it did at ſaint Peters firſt ſermon to 
the Gentiles, 4.10. 44. No leſle 
ſtrange is it, roconclude, that there 
commeth now no increale of ſauing 
grace by confirmation , becauſe im- 
poſition of hands, is not now accom- 
panicd with ſuch miraculous effeRts, 
as gaue it countenance atthe begin- 
ning.

Now torthe better vnderitanding 
hereof we arc to know, that as in na- 
ture the ſoul frameth a body fit for his 
imployment and opcration, ſo dooth 
the ſpirit of God make choice cf ſuch 
Elements and Ceremonics , as doe 
moſt liucly repreſent the benetites to 
bee conucycd by them , as of water 
for baptiime, and bread and wine for 
the Lords Supper. The like is to bee 
thought of this Ceremonie , which 
hath continued immutable in the 
maaitold abrogations & ſhipwracks 
of many other1ites, that there is in it 
luch 2 proportion with the (pirituall 
blelsing derived by it, as is moſt fit
